The Place of Prayer in 


By Rev. R. ‘A. Torrey, D. D., 


Late Evangelist, written when Dean of the Bible Institute 
of Los Angeles, during first World War 


The most important human factor in effective evangel- 
ism is PRAYER. Every great awakening in the history of the 
church from the time of the apostles until today has been the 
result of prayer. There have been great awakenings without 
much preaching, and there have been great awakenings with 
absolutely no organization, but there has never been a true 
awakening without much prayer. 


The first great ingathering in 
human history had its origin, on 
the human side, in a ten days’ 
prayer meeting. We read of the 
small company of early disciples: 
“These all with one accord con- 
tinued stedfastly in prayer” (Acts 
1:14). The result of that ten 
days’ prayer meeting is recorded 
in the second chapter of the Acts 
of the Apostles: “They were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
began to speak with other tongues, 
as the Spirit gave them utterance” 
(2:4), and “there were added un- 
to them in that day about three 
thousand souls” (2:41). That a- 
wakening proved real and per- 
manent; those who were gathered 
in on that greatest day in all 
Christian history “continued sted- 
fastly in the apostles’ teaching 
and fellowship, in the breaking of 
bread, and in prayers” (2:42). 
“And the Lord added to them 
day by day those that were being 
saved” (2:47). 

Every great awakening from 
that day to this has had its earth- 
ly orgin in prayer. ‘The Great A- 
wakening” in the 18th century, 
in which Jonathan Edwards was 
one of the central figures, began 
with his famous “Call to Prayer.” 
The work of David Brainerd a- 
mong the North American Indians, 
one of the most marvelous works 
in all history, had its origin in 
the days and nights that Brainerd 
spent before God in prayer for an 
enduement of power from on high 
for this work. 


The Finney Revivals Grew 
Out of Prayer 


In 1830 there was a revival in 
Rochester, New York, in which 
Charles G. Finney was the out- 
standing human agent. This re- 
vival spread throughout that re- 
gion of the state and 100,000 per- 
sons were reported as having con- 
nected themselves with the 
churches as the result of this 
work. Mr. Finney himself attrib- 
uted his success to the spirit of 
prayer which prevailed. He says 
in his autobiography: 

“When I was on my way to 
Rochester, as we passed through 
a village some thirty miles east 
of Rochester, a brother minister 
whom I knew, seeing me on the 
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canal boat, jumped aboard to have 
a little conversation with me, 
intending to ride but a little 
way and return. He, however, be- 
came interested in conversation, 


and upon finding where I was|. 


going, he made up his mind to 
keep on and go with me to Roch- 
ester. We had been there but a 
few days when this minister be- 
came so convicted that he could 
not help weeping aloud at one 
time as he passed along the street. 
The Lord gave him a_ powerful 
spirit of prayer, and his heart was 
broken. As he and I prayed togeth- 
er, I was struck with his faith 
in. regard to what the Lord was 
going to do there. I recollect he 
would say, ‘Lord, I do not know 
how it is; but I seem to know 
that Thou art going to do a great 
work in this city.’ The spirit of 
prayer was poured out powerfully, 
so much so, that some persons 
stayed away from the public serv- 
ices to pray, being unable to re-

strain their feelings under preach- 
ing. 
“And here I must introduce the 
name of a man, whom I shall have 
occasion to mention frequently, 
Mr. Abel Clary. He was the son 
of a very excellent man and an 
elder of the church where I was 
converted. He was converted in 
the same revival in which I was. 
He had been licensed to preacn; 
but his spirit of prayer was such 
—he was so burdened with the 
souls of men—that he was not able

Christians Should Not Marry 
Unbelievers 


[Second in a Series of radio Messages on the Home] 


By Evangelist John R. Rice, Editor 


I reminded you in the first message on the home: that 
there were in 1947 some 471,000 divorces. In many communi- 
ties in America there are as many divorces in a year’s time 
as there are marriage licenses granted. 


Unless we clean up our homes, -—— 


what can America expect but 


the wrath of Almighty God? 

I read to you again in Matthew 
19 what Jesus said about mar- 
riage: 

“The Pharisees also came unto 
him, tempting him, and saying un- 
to him, Is it lawful for a man to 
-put away his wife for every cause? 
And he answered and said un- 
to them, Have ye not read, that 
he which made them at the be- 
ginning made them male and fe- 
male, And said, For this cause 
shall a man leave father and moth- 
er, and shall cleave to his wife: 
and they twain shall be one flesh? 
Wherefore they are no more twain, 
but one flesh. What therefore God 
hath joined together, let not man 
put asunder” (vss. 3-6). 

I will not go into the®teaching 
of the Bible on divorce in this 
message; I am talking about mar- 
riage, its importance and per- 
manence. 

In. Genesis, the Scripture tells 
us that “it is not good that the 
man should be alone; I will make 
him an help meet for him” (Gen. 
2:18). Then in Genesis 2:23, 24, we 
read: 

“And Adam said, This is now 
bone of my bones, and flesh of 
my flesh: she shall be called Wom- 
an, because she ‘was taken out of 
Man. Therefore shall a man leave 
his father and his mother, and 
shall cleave unto his wife: and 
they shall be one flesh.” 

God’s plan, then, for a home is 
that it is the oldest and most 
important of all Christian insti- 
tutions. The most important rela- 
tionship between human beings on 
this earth is the relationship of 
marriage and the home. God wants 
Christian people, particularly, to 
be right on this question of the 
home. , 

As I travel all over America, I 
often have people sing the old 
song, “Home, Sweet Home.” My 
heart gets so hungry for my fam- 
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ily. I am shocked and surprised to 
find most people have forgotten 
that song and do not know the 
words, do not sing it. It is not 
as dear, not as precious as it 
should be or as it once was in A- 
merica. 


Get God’s Leading Before 
Marriage 


Now, the Bible makes it clear 
that marriage is so important that 
one must have God’s help in it. 
God presided at the first marriage. 
And Jesus showed His interest in 
marriage in the second chapter of 
John when He went to the mar- 
riage of Cana in Galilee. 

- He said that a man and a wom- 
an are to be made one flesh. There 
is to be such a merging of their 
interests and of their hearts, such 
a merging of their lives, that they 
are called “of one flesh.” They are 
to unite their daily plans and 
their dreams and their joys and 
their sorrows. It should be so that 
even the blood of the wife and 
of the husband is mingled in their 
offsprings. God intends that mar- 
riage shall be holy, sacred and per- 
manent, to last until death parts. 

Anybody, who then, goes wreck- 
lessly into marriage is foolish. I 
am reminded of when my father 
stood by me at my wedding twen- 
ty-seven years ago last September. 
My sweetheart and I had been en- 
gaged for four years. Both of us 
were Christians. We entered with 
a great deal of prayer into the 
holy bonds of matrimony. My 
father stood near me. Later, aft- 
er the wedding, I laughed at him 
and said, “Why, Dad, you were 
more scared than I. Your face was 
gray and you trembled!” 

“Son, when you have been mar- 
ried as long as I have, You'll be 
worse scared, too.” 

Anybody who enters into mar- 
riage without a deep sense of the 
holiness of it, the importance of 
it, the danger of it, the holy re- 
sponsibility and accountability to 
God that is involved in marriage 
—I say, anyone who so foolishly 
and wickedly enters lightly into 
marriage commits a grievous sin, 
sows dragon teeth of trouble and 
is about certain to have heart- 
break and ruin in his own life. 

Marriage is not light; marriage 
is not a joke. Marriage is not for 
the quick decision of somebody 
who has not considered it very 
much. Marriage is a holy matter. 
Anybody who goes into marriage 
without having God’s help, without 


’ 


earnestly praying for God’s lead- 
ing, sins grievously against God. 

In the days when I faced this 
all-important matter of marriage 
for myself, when I loved the dear 
girl who became my wife, I walk- 
ed up and down a country road 
long hours in the night. I look- 
ed sometimes at the college dorm- 
itory window where her room 
was, and I asked God to make 
it sure, that there could be no 
doubt. I dared not enter into mar- 
riage without the blessing of God. 
Thank God, I took it seriously and 
prayed for God’s blessing. 

How foolish and how wicked 
it is to marry lightly. Those who 
marry in haste do often repent at 
leisure, it is true. 


The Unequal Yoke a Sin 


Now, if a Christian is to marry 
right, a Christian must marry a 
Christian. In II Corinthians 6 are 
these plain and striking state- 
ments in the Word of God: 


“Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers: for what 
fellowship hath righteousness with 
unrighteousness? and what com- 
munion hath light with darkness? 
And what concord hath Christ 
with Belial? or’ what part hath 
he that believeth with an infidel? 
And what agreement hath the 
temple of God with idols? for 
ye are the temple of the living 
God; as God hath said, I will 
dwell in them, and walk in them: 
and I will be their God, and they 
shall be my people. Wherefore 
come out from among them, and 
be ye separate, saith the Lord, 
and touch not the unclean thing: 
and I will receive you, And will be 
a Father unto you, and ye shall 
be my sons and daughters, saith 
the Lord Almighty” (vss. 14-18). 


Here God says that one vital 
fact about a Christian that no one 
ought ever to forget: the Spirit 
of God dwells in his body. He 


doesn’t belong to himself any 
more. 


People talk about church houses 
and temples of God. The only real 
temples of God in this world are 
the bodies of born-again Chris- 
tians, not church houses. A Chris- 
tian has the Spirit of God dwelling 
in his body. “What?. know ye not 
that your body is the temple of 
the Holy Ghost which is in you, 
which ye have of God, and ye 
are not your own? For ye are 
bought with a price: therefore 
glorify God in your body, and in 
your spirit, which are God’s” (I 
Cor. 6:19, 20). 


If you are saved, if you are a 
born-again child of God, the Spir- 
it of God came in your body and 
now dwells there. 


Oh, what a sin to join this tem- 
ple of God to the idol, that is, 
to some body where the Devil 
is supreme, to some person who is 
not converted, not born-again. He 
is a child of Satan. It is a believ- 
er yoked with an unbeliever. It 
is light yoked up with darkness. 
It is righteousness yoked with un- 
righteousness. You can say what 


you will, but one who will not take' 


Christ as Saviour, one who rejects 
the dear Lord Jesus who died for 
sinners, one who does not let 


give and cleanse, is guilty of the 
wickedest of all sins. 

You wouldn’t want to marry a 
murderer. Why would you want 
to marry one who crucifies afresh 
the Son of God? You wouldn’t 
want to marry one who has been 
guilty of other terrible sins. But 
the crime of all crimes is rebellion 
and treason against the God who 
made man, against the Saviour 
who died for sinners. If a Christian 
marries an unsaved person, he is 
looking. for trouble. 


Years ago I was in a little town 
north of Fort Worth, at Rome, 
Texas, in revival services. I 
preached one night on, “Be Ye 
Not Unequally Yoked Together 
With Unbelievers.” The next night 
a woman came and said, “I wasn’t 
here, last night, but I heard what 
you preached about, and I don’t 
believe it. I don’t believe you’re 
right!” 

I said, ‘‘Never mind whether 
you believe what I say or not; 
but did you read what the Scrip- 
ture said?” With her looking on, 
I opened the Bible to this passage 
in II Corinthians 6: “Be ye not 
unequally yoked with unbeliev- 
ers: for what fellowship hath 
righteousness with unrighteous- 
ness? and what communion hath 
light with darkness? And what 
concord hath Christ with Belial?” 
I said, “The temple of God ought 
not to be yoked up with idols!” 


She looked at the Scriptures 
and with tears running down her 
face, she said, “Oh, why didn’t 
somebody tell me that fifteen 
years ago!” 

Fifteen years she had been mar- 
ried; her fourteen-year-old boy 
was now following his ungodly 
father, turning down Christ, go- 
ing on in sin, breaking his moth- 
er’s heart. She cried, “Why didn’t 
somebody tell me!” 


I am trying to make sure that 
nobody says to me, “Why didn’t 
you tell me the truth about this?” 
I am telling you the truth now. 
Marriage is so important, it is so 
holy,..there-is»so much involved 
that a Christian who does not 
marry a Christian has no right 
to marry at all. A.Christian who 
marries anybody who is unsaved 
is looking for trouble and will get 
it. 

Some girl may say, “I’ll marry 
this unsaved man, then I believe 
I can win him to Christ.” But I 
remind you that you are going a- 


Christ come into the heart to for-| 
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gainst the plain statement of God. 
How could you expect God to 
help you to win him when you 
sinned in the beginning, when you 
broke God’s Word, when you stub- 
bornly, rebelliously went on to 
have your own way? You needn’t 
tell me you are marrying him in 
order to win him. The thing is, 
you want him; so with an alibi 
that you are trying to please God 
when, in fact, you would deliber- 
ately disobey God, you go on and 
plunge yourself into sin, and your 
home that will be, will be a home 
of trouble. When Christians are 
yoked up with unbelievers, it is 
wrong! 

I say, marriage is such that we 
cannot have God’s best blessing 
unless to start with we have Him 
in the marriage. You will go on 
and make your own wild choices 
and cater to your own unholy de- 
sires, then when you make your 
own stubborn plans without God, 
you want God to bless your plans. 
Oh, if you want God to bless 
your home, then ask God to help 
you when you make your plans 
for marriage! 

Remember, then, how serious 
is this matter of marriage and the 
home.

‘he cannot go to meetings, he 
says. He prays nearly all the time 
day and night, and in such an 
agony of mind that I do not know 
what to make of it. Sometimes he 
cannot even stand on his knees, 
but will lie prostrate on the floor, 
and groan and pray in a manner 
that quite astonishes me.’ I said 
to the brother, ‘I understand it; 
please keep still. It will come out 
all right; he will surely prevail.’ 


“I knew at the time a consid- 
erable number of men who were 
exercised in the same way. A 
Deacon P of Camden, O- 
neida County; a Deacon T 
of Adams, in the same country; 
this Mr. Clary, and many others 
among the men, and a large num- 
ber of women partook of the same 
spirit, and spent a great part of 
their time in prayer. Father Nash, 
as we called him, who in several 
of my fields of labor came to 
me and aided me, was another of 
those men that had such a pow- 
erful spirit of prevailing prayer. 
This Mr. Clary continued in Roch- 
ester as long as I did, and did not 
leave it until after I had left. He 
never, that I could learn, appear- 
ed in public, but gave himself 
wholly to prayer.” 


The Revival of 1857 Grew From 
A Noon Prayer Meeting 
in New York 


nited States was the great revival 
of 1857. As far as its human ori- 
gin can be traced it began in the 
prayers of a humble city mission- 
ary in New York named Land- 
fear. He not only prayed himself 
but organized a noon meeting for 
prayer. At first the attendance 
was very small; at one meeting 
there were only three present, at 
another two, and at one meeting 
he alone was present. But he and 
his associates persisted in prayer 
until fire was kindled that spread 
throughout the whole city, until 
prayer meetings were being held 
at every hour of the day and 
night, not only in churches but 
in theaters. When this had gone 
on for some time, Dr. Gardner 
Spring, one of the most eminent 
Presbyterian ministers in America, 
said to a company of ministers, 
“It is evident that a revival has 
broken out among us, and we 
must preach.” One of the minis- 
ters replied, ‘Well, if there is to 
be preachnig, you must preach the 
first sermon,’ and Dr. Gardner 
Spring consented to preach. But 
no more people came out to hear 
him preach than had come out 
for prayer. So the dependence was 
put upon prayer and not. preach- 
ing; the fire spread to Philadel- 
phia, and then all over the land 
until it is said that there was no 
part of the country where prayer 
meetings were not going on, and 
the whole nation was moved and 
there were conversions and acces- 
sions to the church everywhere

day the man asked the lad the 
reason. “Why sir,’ he answered, 
“the first time you met me you 
called me ‘my boy.’ Till then I 
thought I was nobody’s boy. I'll do 
anything for you.” 

Oh, the power of love! One ° of 
the tremendous things our text 
reveals is God’s love. 


For All Humanity. 


God’s love has no favorites. God 
loves the world. His love includes 
everybody and excludes nobody. 
There is no sinner too wretched, 
no moral leper too vile to be 
reached and saved by God’s love. 
I think one of Heaven’s attrac- 
tions will be the folks from earth’s 
farthest shores, and deepest 
jungles, and dirtiest slums, each 
with his testimony to the power 
of God’s love. Years of eternity 
will hear an infinite variety played 
on that great theme as each saved 
sinner strikes a new chord in re- 
demption’s anthem. 

Every school child remembers 
the story of the man who declar- 
ed, “If I had a lever long enough, 
and a place to stand, I could move 
the world.” My friend, the lever 
of God’s love at the Cross lifted a 


lost world to Heaven’s gate. It is, 


the only power in the universe 
that could do the work, and thank 
God, it was able. 
. How great, and all-inclusive, is 
the love of God! No man can 
fathom its depths, or scale its 
heights. In its presence we are 
like the poor woman from the 
Slums who one day took a trip 
to the seashore and looked for 
the very first time on the ocean. 
Tears came to her eyes and cours- 
ed down her cheeks. One standing 
by her asked why she was crying. 
“Oh,” she said, “it is so wonder- 
ful to see something that there 
is enough of!” So with God’s love, 
it is a limitless ocean. Enough for 
all of the world’s deep need. 
Another fact revealed by our 
text is that God’s love is an 


Unselfish Love. 


Divine love did not seek to win 
man from sinful rebelliousness 
because of anything he could do 
for God. What had lost man to 
offer Almighty God? The Creator 
says, “If I were hungry I would 
not tell thee: for the world is mine 
and the fulness thereof” (Psa. 50: 
12). All the giving was on God’s 
side. God so loved that He gave. 
All the sacrifice was His. 

When the S. S. Athenia was 
torpedoed on a Sunday night in 
September, 1939, in the North 
Atlantic, several lifeboats were 
left tossing about on the dark wa- 
ters. In one lifeboat sat a mother 
with her little one on her knees. 
A heavy swell swept over the boat 
carrying the babe with it. Without 
hesitation, thinking only of her 
child, the mother sprang into the 
sea after it, but in the darkness 
and the swells they could not be 
found and both were lost. Such 
was that mother’s love for her 
babe that she could do no other 
than sacrifice herself in an at- 
tempt to save it. And when we see 
that the love of God moved Him 
“to spare not His only son, but 
deliver Him for us all,” we have 
some idea of that mighty love. 


Perhaps that truest measure of 
love is its willingness to sacrifice. 
A statement made before parlia- 
ment one day melted the British 
Empire to tears. The little son of 
Princess Alice was dying, and 
when the nurse notified the moth- 
er, she hurried to the bed, took 
the babe in her arms, and pressed 
to her heart the weak form grow- 
ing slowly cold. The child asked 
for a kiss, and although the 
mother had been sternly warned 
by the surgeon to neither handle 
it, nor breathe its breath, she put 
kiss after kiss upon the dying 
lips, and Princess Alice and her 
babe were buried in the same 
grave—a sacrifice. 

But divine love is not only un- 
selfish and sacrificial. The Bible 
makes plain that 


God Loved Us First. 
“God so loved the world” that 
He paid the awful price to re- 
deem us to Himself long before we 


had any thoughts of loving Him. | 


The Apostle Paul puts it this 
way: “For when we were yet 


without strength, in due time 
Christ died for the ungodly. But 
God commendeth His love toward 
us, in that while we were yet 
sinners, Christ died for us” (Rom. 
5:6,8). 

There is religion abroad in the 
world that makes much of man’s 
long search after God. But that 
religion finds no basis in the Bi- 
ble. The Bible says, “Herein is 
love, not that we loved God, but 
that he loved us and sent His son 
to be the atoning sacrifice for our 
sins” (I John 4:10). 

I learned to swim in a Y.M.C.A. 
swimming pool with a gang of 
other boys. I had just learned to 
struggle across the pool when one 
day I had a collision with another 
boy. My feet went down, I choked, 
swallowed water, and  quick- 
er than I can tell it I was in a bad 
way. I thought I was done for, 
when suddenly my flailing hand 
clutched something firm, and in 
a moment’s time I was drawn safe 
ashore. The moment my trouble 
began, a keen-eyed guard saw me 
and threw a life belt that fell 
just within reach of my clutching 
hand. Let us thank God that to 
every human, sinking in an ocean 
of sin, the love of God hurls a 
life belt. Sinner friend, lay ‘hold! 
Let yourself be drawn into the 
arms of Jesus Christ. 

Just as God loved us first, so 
He keeps on loving us, unchanged 
by the circumstances. Spurgeon 
was visiting a friend in the coun- 
try who had built a new barn. On 
top was a weather vane with the 
Bible verse on it, “God is love,” 
Spurgeon said to the man: “What 
do you mean by putting that text 
of Scripture on the weather vane? 
Do you mean that God’s love is as 
changeable as the wind?” “Oh, 
no,” was the reply; “I mean to say 
that God is love whichever way 
the wind blows.” 

Before Jesus’ betrayal, He knew 
how all His followers would for- 
sake Him, how one with a kiss 
would betray Him, and another 
with curses would deny Him. Yet 
the Bible says, ‘‘Having loved his 
own, which were in the world, He 
loved them unto the end.” That 
love is just the same today. It will 
be the jewel and crowning glory 
of Heaven itself. 

A Russian aristocrat had been 
sentenced to Siberia. As he stood 
in the ranks of that unfortunate 
group, a noble woman suddenly 
appeared and went to his side. 
Pushing her gently back with his 
hand, he said, ‘““Go home, and live 
out your life while I go to Si- 
beria.” 


She said, “No, I have secured 
permission to share your lot in 
Siberia.” 

“Wife, you don’t know what you 
are talking about,” he exclaimed. 
“Siberia is Hell!” 

She answered, “Well, Hell will 
be Heaven if I can share your lot.”’ 


That was a great love. And yet 
its luster grows dim alongside the 
love of Him who loves us with an 
everlasting love. 


Even our sinning does not 
change that love. God’s love for 
use sinners is as great as His 
hatred for our sins. A little child 
told his mother that if he could 
say what he liked to God, it would 
be, “Dear God, love me when I’m 
naughty.” We need a love that 
will save us just when we have 
proved least worthy of such a 
love. That is Christ’s way. “I have 
loved thee with. an_ everlasting 
love: therefore with loving kind- 
ness I have drawn thee.” 

But one of the very greatest 
facts our text reveals is that of a 


Suffering Love. 


Oh, how this world needs a 
glimpse of the suffering God! If 
we are tempted to have hard 
thoughts about God, let us probe 
into our text, and see what agony 
God’s love for sinful men cost 
Him. Let us remember that God’s 
love for His Son was like a h 
father’s deepest love for his child, 
if that love were carried to infinite 
perfection. 

From a newspaper I clipped the 
following: “An excited man ran 
into office of Dr. L. G. Weed. 
‘Get ready,’ he cried. ‘An injured 
boy—they’re carrying him -here.’ 

“An unconscious patient was: 


borne into the room. ‘Place him 
there,’ said the doctor, pointing to 
a table, ‘And Tll— Dr. Weed 
stopped speaking when he looked 
at the lad. It was his son, William, 
eight years old. He died of a 
broken neck as his father worked 
over him. He had hit a bump 
on his bicycle.” 

What is it that moves us in such 
a story? Is it not the tragic agony 
of that father’s heart? And yet 
we can hardly compare this with 
the suffering God experienced in 
the death of His Son. No human 
mind will ever fathom the stagger- 
ing mystery of the pain God bore 
to save us from our sins. 

I have a first-born son who is 
the joy of my life. Supposing one 
day I were to see him arrested on 
false charges by enemies who had 
betrayed him through envy. Sup- 
pose I were to see him blindfold- 
ed, then heavy fists crushed his 
face and afterward he was spit 
upon. Then if a bramble of thorns 
were bent about, and forced down 
around that tortured brow, how 
would I feel? Then suppose his 
garments were torn from him, and 
he was tied helplessly, while one 
of his oppressors flogged his bare 
back with a rawhide whip, tipped 
with bits of steel and stone, until 
his strong supple body were noth- 
ing but one mass of torn, and 
bloody flesh. How would I feel? 
Then imagine that they forced 
him, all sick and fainting, to make 
his way to a final place of tor- 
ture. There he was thrown down 
on a crude cross. A nail was driven 
through the right hand, and an- 
other through the left. And when 
the heavy hammer forced nails 
through the feet. And afterward 
I watched as the cross was stood 
upright, while all his enemies 
stood about and mocked and star- 
ed. There I see him hanging all 
day long under the scorching sun, 
agonizing and dying. How would 
I feel? 


No Comparison to the Cross 


Yet, that is not even a shadow 
of what the Cross was for Jesus 
Christ and for God the Father! 
God loved His only Son with a 
measureless, infinite love. He 
loved him as no human father has 
ever loved his son. That love was 
rooted in eternity, and never had 
been put to such a test as that 
of the Cross. What must it have 
meant to God to see His innocent 
Son betrayed, accused, brutally 
tortured? Never forget it, God saw 
the betrayal kiss. He saw _ the 
blindfolding and the brutal fists 
that fell on that unprotected face. 
He saw the piercing thorns mar 
that divine head. He saw the back 
of Jesus flogged into frightful- 
ness. He saw the spikes driven 
through the flesh of hands and 
feet, one, two, three, four! He 
watched as they hung Him on 
nails, there to agonize six endless 
hours, dying for the sins of. a 
world. — 

Who can imagine what God 
suffered? Why, one breath of His 
mouth could have swept that 
bloodthirsty rabble into Hellf But 
no, God suffered it. Why? Our 
text tells us that it was His love. 
Yes, our text takes us to the 
Cross, and shows us a suffering 


That Cross speaks to my heart 
as nothing else in this world. I 
might reject a mere God of crea- 
tion. The mighty God who moves 
the planets and orders the stars 
in their courses does not pull my 
heart out. But, oh, friend, when 
I see God suffering, when I see 
God at Calvary, I have a measure 
of His love for me! Who can tell 
me I have done wrong to give my 
life into the hands of such love as 
that? 

And the love that once hung on 
nails for sinners, has since been 
building heavenly mansions for the 
redeemed. Said Jesus, “I go to pre- 
pare a place for you. And if I go 
and prepare a place for you, I will 
come again, and receive you unto 
myself; that where I am, there ye 
may be also” (John 14:2). 
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One day that love will put some 
of us up yonder where the skies 
are always bright, the grass al- 
Ways green, and the water ever 
sparkling, in that land of eternal 
summer where the flowers never 
fade, and the bitter winds never 
blow. We will be there one day 
in the presence of our loving God, 
and of His Son, Jesus Christ. Will 
you?

This awakening in America was 
followed by a similar awakening, 
though in some respects even more 
remarkable, in Ireland, Scotland 
and England, in 1859 and 1860. 
The most important human factors 
in the origin of the wonderful 
work seem to have been four 
young men who began to meet to- 
gether in the old schoolhouse in 
the neighborhood of Kells in the 
north of Ireland. Here night after 
night they wrestled with God in 
prayer. About the spring of 1858 
a work of power began to mani- 
fest itself. It spread from town 
to town and from county to coun- 
ty; congregations became too large 
for any building, meetings were 
held in the open air, oftentimes 
attended by many thousands of 
people. Hundreds of persons were 
frequently convicted of sin in a 
single meeting; men were smitten 
down with conviction of sin while 
working in the field. In some places 
the criminal courts and jails were 
closed because there were no cases 
to try and no criminals to be in- 
carcerated. The fruits of that won- 
derful work abide to this day. 
Many of the leading persons even 
in the churches of America were 
converted at that time in the 
north of Ireland. While men like 
Dr. Grattan Guinness and Brown- 
low North were greatly used at 
that time, the revival spread not 
so much through preachers as 
through prayer. 


of Prayer 


The wonderful work of Mr. 
Moody in England, Scotland and 
Ireland in 1873, and the years that 
followed, beyond a question had 
its origin on the manward side 
in prayer. His going to England 
at all was in answer to the im- 
portunate prayers of a bedridden 
saint. The first demonstration of 
God’s power through his preaching 
was in a church in the north of 
London a year before he went 
to England for this work. In this 
meeting five hundred people def- 
initely accepted Christin a single 
night. This was the direct and 
immediate outcome of the pray- 
ers of this same bedridden saint. 
While the spirit of prayer con- 
tinued, Mr. Moody went on with 
power, but as is always the case, 
in the course of time less and less 
was made of prayer and his work 
fell off perceptibly in power. 


Torrey-Alexander Revival 
in Wales the Outcome of Prayer 


The great Welsh revival in 1904 
and 1905 was unquestionably the 
outcome of prayer. A year before 
the writer began his work in 
Cardiff, it was announced that he 
was going to Cardiff, and for a 
year prayer went up from thous- 
ands of devoted Christians that 
there would be not only a revival 
in Cardiff but throughout Wales. 
When we reached Cardiff we found 
that early morning prayer meet- 
ings had been held in Penarth, 
one of the suburbs of Cardiff, for 
months. Yet at first the work went 
very slowly. There were great 
crowds, most enthusiastic sing- 


I thank God from the bottom 
of my heart for the privilege of 
knowing a few people who are 
well-to-do financially and who 
have generous hearts. These 
men and women sincerely de- 
sire to invest money for God 
when they are convinced that 
they are really investing for 
God. These well-to-do Christian 
people are often imposed up- 
on by promoters that have 
plans that are not practical. 
Just recently I sat in confer- 
ence with a group of men who 
had invested money in a certain 
cause that they felt was Chris- 
tian and because of misman- 
agement, the cause blew up, 
and these men were very much 
disturbed. I sympathize with 
such men. When I was a young 
man, I invested some money 
that God gave me in: what I 
considered a good cause, but it 
turned out to be a bad cause. 
I thought I was investing in 
orthodoxy, but I found later 
that my money was used to 
propagate modernism. I have 
told these people with whom 
I dealt that they got my money 
under false pretenses and that 
it ought to be returned so I 
could use it to promote the 
Gospel and orthodoxy. It is a 
sin for people to get money 
from Christian people under 
false pretenses. 

While I ‘thank God for the 
few wealthy Christian people 
I know, I praise Him more and 
more day by day for the ordi- 
nary, everyday Christians who 
do not have a great deal of 
money to invest in God’s work 
but who make an honest, sin- 
cere effort to invest what they 
have so as to do the most good 
possible in ‘this world where 
there is so much need. We have 
never ‘had at Bob Jones Uni- 
versity many large gifts. Our 
‘institution has been built large- 
ly by the gifts of just the 
ordinary, everyday, average 
Christian men and women. 
When times get hard, rich men 
get very panicky; but the man 
who looks ‘to ordinary, every- 
day, struggling Christians for 
help can usually get a little 
money for God’s work even in 
hard ‘times.

ing, but little manifestation of 
real convicting and regenerating 
power. A day of fasting and pray- 
er was appointed. This was observ- 
ed not only in Cardiff but in dif- 
ferent parts of Wales. There came 
an immediate turn of the tide; 
the power of God fell. On that 
day, at a meeting held in another 
part of Wales by a few devoted 
men of God, the power of God 
was manifested in a most remark- 
able way. For a’ whole year after 
our meetings closed in Cardiff, the 
work went on in that city, meet- 
ings every night with a very large 
number of conversions. The week 
following the meetings in Cardiff 
a minister associated with the 
work went up into one of the 
valleys of Wales, and there was a 
mighty manifestation of the pow- 
er of God with large numbers of 
conversions, and all over Wales 
the work of God continued, large- 
ly without human instruments ex- 
cept in the way of prayer. One 
hundred thousand conversions 
were reported in a year. Of course, 
not all of these proved steadfast, 
and doubtless there were extrav- 
agances in some places, but after 
making all allowance, it was one 
of the most remarkable works of 
God in modern times, and from 
Wales there went forth a fire 
from God to the uttermost parts 
of the earth and only eternity will 
reveal the glorious results of that 
work. 


In Small Circles, Prayer 
Leads to Salvation of Sinners 


And not only has it been de™- 
onstrated over and over again in 
a large way that widespread re- 
vivals are the certain outcome of 
intelligent and prevailing prayer, 
but in smaller circles the power 
of prayér has been demonstrated 
over and over again. In a very 
obscure village in the state of 
Maine, where apparently nothing 
was being accomplished by the 
churches, a few earnest Christian 
men got together and organized 
a prayer band. They selected ap- 
parently the most hopeless case 
in all the village and centered 
their prayers upon him, importun- 
ing God for his conversion, The 
man was a drunkard and a wreck. 
In a short time the man was 
thoroughly converted. Then the 
praying band centered its prayers 
upon another man, the _ second 
hardest case in the village, and 
he was converted; and so the work 
went on until about two hundred 
were converted in a single year. 


In a little village in the state 
of Michigan, way off from the 
railroad, a Presbyterian and a 
Methodist minister united in an 
effort to win the unsaved to Christ. 
They were backed by a faithful 
praying band. While the Presby- 
terian preached and the Meth- 
odist exhorted, this praying band 
were in the back room crying to 
God for His blessing on the work. 
They would select individuals in 
the community to pray for. In 
some instances these men would 
come into the meeting the very 
night they were being prayed for 
and be converted. The work grew 
to be so remarkable that minis- 
ters and multitudes of the people 
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would drive for miles to witness 
the wonderful work. 

The history of foreign missions 
abounds in illustrations of the im- 
portance and power of prayer in 
world-wide evangelism. All will 
recall “the haystack” prayer meet- 
ing and its results, and the send- 
ing out of the one hundred by 
the China Inland Mission in 1887. 


Illustrations of this character 
could easily be multiplied. The 
history of the church demonstra- 
tes beyond a question that the 
most important human factor in 
the evangelism of the world is 
prayer. The great need of the 
present hour is prayer. In our 
work at home and abroad we are 
placing more and more dependence 
upon men, machinery, and meth- 
ods, and less and less upon God. 
Evangelism at home is becoming 
more and more mechanical, and 
methods are being resorted to that 
are more and more revolting to 
all spiritually-minded people; while. 
evangelism abroad is becoming 
more and more merely education 
and sociological. What is needed 
above everything else today is 
prayer, true prayer, prayer in the 
power of the Holy Ghost, and 
prayer that meets the conditions 
of prevailing prayer so plainly 
laid down in the Word of God. 


Important Objects of 
Prayer in Evangelism 


All that is said thus far is more 
or less general, but if anything 
practical is to be accomplished we 
must be specific. In what direc- 
tions should we put forth pray- 
er, if we would see that effective 
evangelism for which so many are 
longing? 

First of all, we should pray for 
individuals. Under God’s guidance 
we should select individuals upon 
whom we should center our pray- 
ers. Every minister and every 
Christian should have a prayer 
list, i. e., he should write at the 
top of a sheet of paper the follow- 
ing words (or words to the same 
effect): “God helping me, I will 
pray earnestly and work persist- 
ently for the conversion of. the 
following persons:” Then he should 
kneel before God and ask God 
definitely and in the most thought- 
ful earnestness and sincerity, to 
show him whom to put on that 
prayer list, and as God leads 
him to put different persons on 
that prayer list, he should write 
their names down. Then each day 
he should go to God in very def- 
inite prayer with that prayer list 
and cry to God in the earnest- 
ness of the Holy Spirit for the 
conversion of these individuals and 
never cease to pray for them un- 
til they are definitely converted. 
If there were space we could 
record most marvelous instances 
of conversion in many lands 2s 
the outcome of such prayer lists. 


Second, we should pray for the 
individual church and community. 
Pray definitely for a spirtual a- 
wakening, pray that the members 
of the church be brought onto a 
higher plane of Christian living, 
that the church be purged from its 
present compromise with the 
world, that the members of the 
church. be clothed upon with pow- 
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er from on high and filled with 
a passion for the salvation of the 
lost. We should pray that througn 
the church and its membership, 
many may be converted and that 
there be a genuine awakening in 
the church and community. Any 
church or community that is will- 
ing to pay the price can have a 
true revival. That price is not 
building a tabernacle and calling 
some widely-known evangelist and 
putting large sums of money into 
advertising and following other 
modern methods. These things may 
all be right in their place, but 
they are not the price of a re- 
vival. The price of a revival is 
honest, earnest prayer in the 
Holy Spirit, prayer that will not 
take no for an answer. Let a few 
people in any church or commun- — 
ity get thoroughly right with God 
themselves, then let them band 
themselves together and cry to 
God for a revival until the revival 
comes, with a determination to 
pray through no matter how long 
it takes; then let them put them- 
selves at God’s disposal for Him 
to use them in any way He will, 
in personal work or testimony or 
anything else, then let them go 
out as God leads them, dealing 
in love and wisdom and persis- 
tence with the unsaved, and a 
genuine revival of God’s work 
in the power of the Holy Ghost 
is bound to result. The writer 
has said substantially this around 
the world; time and again, the 
advice has been followed, and 
the result has always been the 
same, a real, effective, thorough- 
going work of God. In the church 
in Chicago of which he him- 
self was pastor, during the eight 
years of his active pastorate 
there was a constant revival, 
and in all those eight years there 
was never a week without con- 
versions. The great majority of 
those converted united with other 
churches, but the smallest number 
ever received into that church 
in any one year was 250. In the 
thirteen years that have elapsed 
since he left the active pastorate 
of that church, the work has con- 
tinued to go on, at first under 
another pastor, and now for sev- 
eral years with no pastor at all. 
Many illustrations of the same 
thing could be given. A most nota- 
ble instance is that of the Char- 
lotte Chapel in Edinburgh under 
the leadership of Rev. Joseph W. 
Kemp. 

Third, we should pray for the 
work in foreign lands. The history 
of foreign missions proves that 
the most important factor in ef- 
fective missionary work is pray- 
er. Men and women are needed for 
foreign missions, money is needed, 
but what is needed most of all 
is prayer. We should pray very 
definitely for God’s guidance up- 
on the secretaries and other of- 
ficers of our foreign missionary 
boards. The problems that con- 
front them are beyond the wisdom 
of any man to solve; the secre- 


|taries need wisdom from above 


and that wisdom is given in ans-

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wer to prayer. We should pray 
very definitely that laborers be 
thrust forth into the harvest which 
is so plenteous and so ripe at 
the present time (Matt. 9:37, 38). 
Not only should we pray that men 
and women be called into the for- 
eign field, but we should pray for 
definite fields and for the definite 
thrusting forth of laborers into 
those fields. We should pray very 
specifically for the men and wom- 
en who have gone into the field. 
Only one who has visited the for- 
eign field can have any realiza- 
tion of how much the missionaries 
need our prayers. One feels when 
he gets to the foreign field as if 
the very atmosphere was taken 
possession of by “the prince of 
the power of the air.”

and supplication pray at all sea- 
sons in the Spirit, and watch 
thereunto in all perseverance, that 
God would give to these men and 
women victory in their personal 
conflict, and power in their ef- 
forts to win men from the de- 
lusions of the false religions that 
eternally destroy to the truth of 
the gospel that eternally saves. 
We should pray too very definite- 
ly for the converts on the foreign 
fields, for their deliverance from 
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of Prayer 


error and delusion and sin, and 
that they may become intelligent, 
well-balanced, . strong and useful 
members of the body of Christ. 
We should pray for the churches 
as organizations that are formed 
as the outcome of missionary ef- 
fort in foreign lands. 

Finally. we should pray for the 
evangelization of the world in 
the present generation. The awful 
war now in progress emphasizes 
the need of prayer, especially in 
connection with our foreign work. 
The past few years have been 
years of marvelous opportunity 
in foreign missionary work. God 
has been calling the church as nev- 
er before to the evangelism of 
the world, but the church as a 
whole has slept on and not re- 
sponded to the call. Let us pray 
that God will give us one more op- 
portunity. I believe He will, as 
dark as the present day seems. 
Let us pray just as earnestly that 
God will lead His church to im- 
prove the one more opportunity 
as it is given. Let us be very 
earnest, very persistent in our 
prayers. Let us determine that we 
will not take no for an answer, 
and we shall see world-wide e- 
vangelization.
